THE TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT AND 

THE INCREASED LIQUOR CONSUMPTION 
Whan the history of legislation among the sev- 
eral States for the past decade comes to be written, 

.statutes [irovidint? top the diminution of the sale 
of liquors will occupy a prominent place. Every 
State in the Union has passed some form of prohi 
bitiou or local option legislation. 

Lik^ many other inovenK-nts ilmi \vt> regunl ;is 
loeal, governmental and individual action against 
the liquor traffic has been world>wide. Loeal op- 
tion is in operation in Sweden and .Vorway. In the 
parliament of the former country l.'>0 of ;{"'0 mmi- 
bersare "aggressive total ahstainers." Temperante 
legislation has been enacted in Holland. In Oer 
many, where amid ridicule the first total ahstniner 
was discovered iu 1893, the "(iood Templars," u 
temperance orfti^timi, reported nn accession of 
100,0<X) members in 1912. It is an interesting fact 
that the temperance <|uesfion hardly exists in a 
country like liulgaria. liecause of the abatlnenee 
of its Mohammedan population, the per capita eoii- 
sumptioii of liipiors in Bulgaria is one^ighth of 
that of Germany. 

But the riddle of the conKUinption of liquors is 
inscrutable to the mere observer. In the ten years, 
from 1902 to VA2. luore tiiii|).Tji m-,' h-jfislnf ion 
was enacted in the United States tlian in any pre- 
vious deeadc. In that time the consmnption of dis- 
tilled spirits increased 32,00().O(io fjallons; the con- 
sumption of wines increased tL.'iOO.iMKt gallons, and 
tho consumption ot malt liipiors increased 550.- 
000,000 .gallons. In other words, the total con- 
sumption of li(iuors increased 35 per cent, while our 
population increased 20 per cent. Perhaps we shall 
some day receive a dispassionate explanation of 
these inexorable and very intereiiting statiaties.— 
Times-Star

Maidi Oraa Bxcursioa Steamox Bufieted

Louisville, Ky., February 17— A num- 
ber of Cincinnatian.s early this morninp; 
•Sperienced the Neu.<»atiou uf being res- 
utted by United Statea Ufe*aavers from 
u sinking; steamer. Wliile no one wii.s 
injured, the Hueues attending the res 
cue ware sufllcieatly thrilling to he re- 
membered for ninny a day. They were 
taken from aboard the river packet 
(^een City, which at 1:30 o'clock, 
while attemptin;r to make :i lauding, 
crashed into the "Kentucky ('bute," 
uear the Ohio fallii. 

As the Queen City ueared her land- 
ing place, a stiff wind caught her and 
tarried her onto the iieuil of the "'Ken 
tttcky chute," where ithe grounded. The 
crew did everything possible to prevent 
the accident, but the wind awept the 
boat on to its fate. 

The boat was en route from Pitta' 
burg to New Orleans on aa aaaual 
Mardi Gras eiearaion. She earried 110 
passengi'rs and a crew uf "o. 

When lifenavers from the local nIS- 
tion reached the steamer tliey found 
the raila lined with half dressed, fright 
ened pasaaagers, several of whom 
threatentvl to leap into the l.y water. 
All the paiii«en;<ers \rere taken otf and 
carried to the life-saving station. 

The steamer has three faet of water 
ia her hull, but it is believed that un- 
lent the ice running in tho ri^ci lie- 
coBUa heavier, she will not break up 
aad may be salvaged. Tho boat has 
aboard about .'^,000 tons of cargo.
